Battered man waits 


six hours for police

A victim of an assault who waited six 
hours for police to arrive says ‘they 
did not put me first; they put me last.’ 

Grandfather-of-three Bill De Vere- 
Burt, 67, of Litchborough, was left 
bruised and battered after he was 
attacked at his place of work Tuesday. 

Bill called phoned police at 10.30am, 
but nobody arrived until after 5pm. 

He said: “They said I was a priority. 

“After waiting I started ringing. 

“And I just kept being fobbed off.” 

Police said this level of incident 
requires an urgent response which 
they aim to attend within an hour. 

Ironically the attack came as 
Northamptonshire’s new Victim’s 
Commisioner launched the Victim’s 
Voice report, but Bill said: “They 
didn’t put me first; they put me last.” 

Bill said he was punched in the face 
and after he fell to the floor, his 
attacker ‘pummelled’ him in the head 
to the point of concussion, leaving 
him with cuts and bruises. 

He added: “I was shocked when it 
happened, it was quite a shock for 
someone to hit me that hard.” 

Bill did not seek medical help until 
later that night because he was wait¬ 
ing to give his statement. 

He said: “I kept thinking they would 
be coming soon so I couldn’t book an 
appointment or wait at hospital.” 

A doctor has signed Bill off work. 


Bill said: “I was in a bad car accident 
as a child and suffered a head injury, 
so my doctor was concerned I had 
been hit hard in the head repeatedly.” 

A police spokesman said: “This was 
a common assault which was given a 
Grade 2 response, one that requires 
an urgent but not an emergency 
response. Ideally, we aim to attend 
these incidents within the hour 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis said: “If 
people require 
urgent assistance 
it should not 
take six hours 
for the 
police to 
arrive.”

Teachers are going on strike on Tuesday 
over pay, pensions and workload. 

Don’t you just want to get hold of 
them and shake them? 

Now, of all times, they are asking for 
more for less. And to make their point 
they are putting many of us in the situ¬ 
ation where we have to rustle up child¬ 
care at short notice. 

That’s going to take money out of 
families who cannot afford it right now. 
Alternatively people are going to have 
to go to their boss and say they must 
have October 1 off. 

Bosses bristle when you tell them you 
must have certain days off. That’s 
because in the notorious world of busi¬ 
ness everything is running as tight as a 
drum and one person down means 
things are not being done.The impact 
of the strike ripples out. 

Parents who get fined if they take 
their children out of school for holidays 
during term time are being asked to 
tolerate the cost and inconvenience of 
teachers not turning up because they 
want a better deal at work. That feels

unjust. It is unjust. It’s not an equal 
relationship. 

The people who will feel the pain of 
this strike most are the ones without 
the options for childcare, without the 
understanding employer or the 
resources or relatives to solve the prob¬ 
lem. 

How loud do the least valued people 
in society have to squeal before the 
teachers feel they have made their 
point? 

Here’s the thing. I think teachers are 
worth the money. I think people gener¬ 
ally don’t appreciate the pressure they 
work under and how much they put 
into it.

I presume I 
already agree with what the strike is 
bringing to people’s attention. 

So here’s my suggestion. Let’s go back 
to the teachers’ unions and say yes, we 
already agree with you and in return 
why don’t you pretend it’s because the 
strike has already happened...

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Student flats at St John’s ready in 2014 


The new student flats at St John’s 
will be the greenest and the most 
environmentally friendly buildings 
owned by University of Northampton 



The new £25m St John’s Halls of 
Residence will be open to students 
in February. 

Contractors Kier expect to have 
completed the building work by 
January 2014. 

They will then hand the finished 
building over to the university so 
students can move in the following 
month. 

Last Thursday, The Herald & Post 
was given a tour of the building to 
see how building work was pro¬ 
gressing and to see the new accom¬ 
modation. 

It looks like a building site at the 
moment but one which has taken 
shape and you can see how impres¬ 
sive it will all look when finished. 

Looking around while the rooms 
were being finished it was interest¬ 
ing to see how it was all developing. 

There were wires handing down, 
cement floors and lots of things still 
to complete. 

But this was finishing off and 
adding the finishing touches. 

This would include putting down 


the carpets and painting the walls. 

A lot of the ideas for should be 
included in the building were put 
forward by the students. 

They were asked what they wanted 
in areas like the kitchen. 

Some impressive stats about the 
about St John’s Halls of Residence 
were: 

- 4,258m 3 of concrete at approxi¬ 
mately 9,370 tonnes or a little under 
two Olympic size swimming pools. 

- Approximately 148,000 bricks 
used on site 

- 50km of Cat 6 data cable - rough¬ 
ly stretching from Northampton to 
Coventry 

- 4,332m or 2.69 miles of skirting 
and architrave or approximately 517 
London Red Buses end to end or 13 
Eiffel Towers standing on top of 
each other. 

- 10,483m 2 of soft flooring equiva¬ 
lent to approximately P /2 football 
pitches 

- 116,128.00 meters of general 
installation cables, this equates to 
around 72 miles or from St Johns to 
London. 

Paul Nelson, senior site manager 
at Kier said: “There are 462 rooms in 
this new property. 

“Each room has card access which 
operates the lighting and heating 
system. 

“All rooms have en suite bath¬ 
rooms which were pre-made in 
Hull. 

“All the bedrooms have fixed fit¬ 
tings and have a bed which is 4ft or 
which equates to a bed and a half. 

“There is a desk which has internet 


and wifi. 

“The lighting is the latest LED 
which is very energy efficient. 

“The rooms have triple glazing 
windows and a blind system. 

“On the way out when a student 
leaves they will take their card. 

“When they remove the card it 
turns off the heating to 16c and will 
switch off the lights.” 

There are five blocks at St John’s 
which are not connected but have 
different entrances and exits. 

Simon Badcock who is the project 
manager for the university at St 
John’s was delighted with progress. 

Speaking about the communal 
areas he said: “These areas have 


space for eight students. 

“There is a kitchen area and a din¬ 
ing area which allows the students 
to relax when they are not working. 

“Each kitchen is split into two, 
allowing to sets of four people to 
cooked at the same time. 

“There are five separate buildings 
each containing 66 flats in each 
development. 

Planning permission was granted in 
April 2012 . 

The flats will be occupied by post 
graduate and international stu¬ 
dents. 

The accommodation at Park 
Campus will remain open until the 
move to Waterside.

Strike action 
plan works 

The county's fire and rescue 
service said the contingency 
plans put in place for yester¬ 
day's strike by members of the 
Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
worked well.

We 
would like to thank the public 
for taking extra precautions. 

“We do not have details of 
any further action, or if other 
strike periods are planned. 

“We remain hopeful a reso¬ 
lution between the FBU and 
government will be achieved.''

She said: “Currently 
there is a lack of consist¬ 
ency in what response 
victims and witnesses 
receive from different 
agencies and this must 
change. 

“The impact of being 
the victim or witness of a 
crime can be hugely sig¬ 
nificant and at the 
moment that is not 
always recognised. We 
must remember that 
although these people

Your correspondent Mr Johns is 
interested in what I’ve been doing 
since being elected as Liberal 
Democrat County Councillor for 
Sixfields division - which includes 
St James, Briar Hill, Upton, 
Hunsbury Meadows and part of 
West Hunsbury.

Schools are now informing par¬ 
ents about closures after it was 
announced Northamptonshire 
teachers will strike on Tuesday. 

The walk out is being staged in a 
long-running row over pay pen¬ 
sions and workload. 

Two of the largest teacher 
unions, the NASUWT and the 
NUT, will be joining to take the 
action in response to Government 
education reforms. 

Gordon White, a 

Northamptonshire union leader 
for NUT, said: “We will expect the 
majority of our members to take 
action. 

“This strike will have a bigger 
impact on schools than the last 


strike because it is a joint strike 
between the two unions.” 

There will be a rally on Tuesday 
between midday and 1.30pm at 
the Park Inn on Silver Street. 

A spokesperson from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “The decision 
whether or not to close a school 
lies with the head teacher and we 
are asking schools to tell us 
(where possible) if they expect to 
be closed so we can plan services 
such as hot meals or school trans¬ 
port. 

“Individual schools will be 
advising parents how the pro¬ 
posed industrial action will affect 
them. They can also update the 
school closures page on the coun¬ 
ty council’s website on the day of 
the strike.”

Author Tony Boullemier is an 
ex-Fleet street journalist 
with a host of stories to tell. 

He once shared a bath with 
the late Sir David Frost and 
had two rounds with a 
British Lightweight 

Champion. 

Sitting at his Boughton 
home in Northamptonshire, 
Tony looks back on an event¬ 
ful life. 

Born in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne in 1945, Tony trained as 
a news reporter at The 
Newcastle Journal and was 
given the opportunity to 
move over to the sports desk. 

But to do this, he had to 
undertake a rather painful 
and unusual challenge. 

He was told by the newspa¬ 
per’s sports editor to get into 
a boxing ring and fight two 
rounds with British 
Lightweight Champion 
Maurice Cullen. 

Not knowing what to 
expect, Tony did it. 

He took numerous blows 
but survived the two rounds 
and returned to the office to 
write up a first person piece 
on his experience - which 
landed him the job. 

During his time on the 
sports desk he covered 


Newcastle United’s 1969 
Fairs Cup triumph in 
Budapest and his front page 
report still hangs promi¬ 
nently in the St James’s Park 
press room. 

A few months later, 


Boullemier moved onto Fleet 
Street to work at the Daily 
Express. 

Here he was to share anoth¬ 
er unusual experience. 

“I was playing football for 
the Daily Express against the

Sunday Times. David Frost 
was in goal for them and all 
22 of us shared a large com¬ 
munal bath after the game. 
That’s what you did in those 
days. 

“Frosty sat in the corner of 
the bath and entertained us 
all with numerous anec¬ 
dotes”. 

In 1975 he moved to 
Northampton with wife 
Marie and partners to start 
his own newspaper, The 
Northants Post - forerunner 
to the Herald & Post. 

Asked why he chose 
Northampton, he said: “It 
had just been designated as 
a development corporation 
town. 

“A lot of people were being 
brought into it from London, 
a lot of new estates were 
being built, new shopping 
areas were being developed 
and we could see that it was 
going to be a thriving place. 

He added: “When we came 
to the town, we aimed to 
bring a livelier outlook than 
the existing local papers.” 

Over 14 years, the newspa¬ 
per went on to develop from 
one title to 11 weekly titles, 
circulating nearly 400,000 
copies a week through 
Northamptonshire, 
Leicestershire, 
Warwickshire and 


Buckinghamshire. 

By 1988, the group got an 
offer they couldn’t refuse to 
sell out to from the biggest 
regional publisher in the 
country, Thomson Regional 
Newspapers. 

From here, he returned to 
freelancing at the Daily 
Express and working as a 
consultant before turning to 
writing books. 

Today he is selling his sec¬ 
ond book, The Little Book of 
Monarchs - which is a 
concise English history 
book condensing each of the 
42 rulers since 1066 into a 
page of fascinating facts 
with a facing cartoon by 
another Northamptonshire 
man, Adrian Teal. 

Asked why he decided to 
write The Little Book of 
Monarchs, he said: “I’m on 
a mission to improve 
children’s history knowl¬ 
edge. 

“They just don’t get a 
proper chronological narra¬ 
tive these days. 

“By just studying uncon¬ 
nected topics like The 
Tudors and World War 11, 
they know more about 
Hitler than Henry V. 

“I once saw a child being

The subjects your child chooses to study at key stage 4 can go a long way in setting them up for 
higher and further education. 


You should remember that there doesn’t necessarily need to be a career in mind (your life long ambition for them to be a doctor is unlikely 
to be affected by choosing Spanish over German) and it is much more important they choose options that suit their ability and interests. 
Give your child space when it comes to making these decisions, it is their choice, not yours. 

Who can help? 

Encourage your children to talk to as many people as possible, those who know their strengths and weaknesses and the subjects they are 
likely to excel at. If you have your own reservations arrange a meeting with subject teachers or the careers advisor, these people are there 
to help and that shouldn’t mean solely on parent’s evening. There are various websites which are also packed full of tips and advice, check 
out the young people section of www.directaov.co.uk and www.connexions.co.uk 

Get your child to make a list of what they feel are the things they are best at, the subjects they most enjoy at school and where their 
weaknesses lie. If they take this to the career’s advisor, it will be a great overview of the options they should focus on. 

What subjects are on offer? 

No two schools are the same, so you should always check the prospectus before making any concrete choices. Compulsory subjects will 
always include English, maths and science as well as courses and activities in P.E, ICT and P.S.H.E. Many schools will also make a foreign 
language compulsory but this is not always the case. 

The other subjects that are on offer vary considerably, but some examples are history, geography, expressive-arts, business studies, catering, drama and music. 

What are the different qualifications available? 

GCSE: This will be the main element of your child’s education up until the age of 16. There are three different types; a full GCSE, a short course GCSE and a double 
award GCSE. There are over 50 subjects that schools offer as a GCSE and they range from the traditional maths and English to subjects such as media studies and 
archaeology. GCSEs are graded from A* to G and can be assessed in a number of different ways; including a formal examination, coursework, oral and listening 
exams. Achieving five GCSEs at grade C and above will keep options wide open when it comes to higher and further education. 

Diplomas: Some schools may also offer a diploma as a key stage 4 option. You can do a foundation and higher diploma and they are available in 14 subjects 
including travel and tourism and engineering. The diploma is a mix of classroom work and hands on experience and will be assessed by a mixture of written and 
practical work. A diploma will not qualify your child directly for a specific job but they will help you move on to an apprenticeship and other jobs which include training. 

Vocational Qualifications: Many schools offer these alongside GCSEs and they are work related qualifications that link directly to a certain career path. 

Employers and professionals are widely involved in putting together these qualifications and there a number of different ones available such as BTECs and 
OCR Nationals. The subjects offered have much variation and there truly is something for everyone. For the budding beauticians, there are beauty therapy 
courses and an agricultural course for those wanting to get into farming. The assessments are both practical and theory based and are perfect for those who 
don’t necessarily thrive in a traditional classroom environment. 

Foundation learning: Schools also offer flexible learning programmes that are specifically designed to meet your child’s needs. It often combines subject and vocational 
learning alongside personal and social development. Children will often learn functional skills in English, maths and ICT and a work related subject such as caring for 
children. Individual schools will advise you and your child about the qualifications available but many people take GCSEs alongside another qualification such as a BTEC.

The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Summer is drawing to a close and Autumn is just 
around the corner - what a perfect time to think about 
planting - the soil is warm and the Autumn rains will 
get plants established before the Winter sets in. It’s 
also a good time to take stock of your garden and think 
about any changes or plans you want to make. 
Keeping colour in borders for as long as possible is 
top of the ‘to do’ list for September, so you may like 
to consider incorporating late Summer or Autumn 
flowering plants such the Aster. The name Aster 
comes from the ancient Greek word for ‘star’, although 
they are often referred to as Michaelmas daisies because of their typical flowering period in the 
Autumn. Asters come in blue, purple, red, pink and white each with a yellow centre. There are 
numerous varieties of Aster, from dwarfs that measure less than a foot to tall versions that can 
reach up to eight feet. All varieties make for good cut flowers and are easy plants for beginners 
to try in the garden. They thrive well in drained, fertile soil that retains moisture and prefer full 
sun or partial shade. 

It’s also the time of year that nurseries and garden centres have great offers on big bags of mixed 
Daffodil bulbs, in all shapes and sizes. They can grow pretty much anywhere, even through the 
lawn. The easiest way to work out how deep to plant your bulb is to dig down approximately 
three times the depth of the bulb - but be warned, if you plant Daffodils too close to the surface 
they often won’t flower. You can plant Daffodils, and Crocuses, from September to October - as 
many as you can get into the ground or in containers. Once planted you need do nothing else to 
them other than wait for a stunning show in the Spring. If you’re planting in lawns, cut out three 
sides of a square and lift back the turf, put in a few bulbs and then firm the turf back again. 

As it’s bulb season, you could also plant hyacinth bulbs in pots, by mid-September, so that you 
have a glorious Christmas display. With just one £50 National Garden Gift Voucher you can 
create a scented centrepiece or gift for gardening friends and family. Once the hyacinths are 
planted in a pot, put in a dark cool place (a garage or shed) for 10-12 weeks and then bring out 
into the light so flowering can start. 

September is when autumn begins to creep into your garden, but that doesn’t mean it’s time to 
let it all go to seed - keep busy with the following jobs and keep an eye out at your local garden 
centre for other Autumn related tasks as part of the Horticultural Trades Association (HTA) ‘Plan 
it, Plant it this Autumn’ campaign... 


• Look after your lawn - weed it and seed it 

• Pick and harvest summer fruits 

• Bring tender houseplants inside 

• Continue to sow vegetables 


• Clear out the greenhouse 

• Collect and sow seeds gathered from plants 
in the garden 

• Plant spring flowering bulbs

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WHAT’SONROUND-UP 

Marksism with a twist 
in the smuggling tale

In his heyday Howard Marks 
was the world’s greatest 
international cannabis 
smuggler. 

He was shipping 30 ton con¬ 
signments of the cannabis 
into countries like the USA. 

At one time he had 43 alias¬ 
es including the one he is 
most famous for the legend¬ 
ary Mr Nice. 

This alias was the title of the 
film starring Rhys Ifans as 
Howard Marks in the story of 
his life. 

Ringing Howard, he was 
expecting my call but asked 
me to wait a minute while he 
left the pub so he could hear 
better and no intrude on the 
other drinkers - legend. 

Marks is full of charisma 
and charm. 

Speaking about the millions 
he made and lost he said: “I 
know I made a huge amount 
and I lost a huge amount. 

“I think it would equate into 
several millions. 

“No I would never change 
anything in my life. 

“I am happy now and it is 
very hard to have regrets 
about your past. 

“I have regrets about being 
in prison but not so many 
regrets I would want to 
change anything. 


“In terms of ability smug¬ 
glers at one time were gener¬ 
ally ahead of the police. 

“As criminals we had faster 
cars and faster boats but not 
now.” 

Howard wrote his autobiog¬ 
raphy called Mr Nice about 
his drug smuggling and his 
time in prison. 

Marks was sentenced in the 


USA in 1990 to 25 years and 
fined $50,000. 

He was released in 1995 and 
sent back to the UK. 

Howard Marks brings his 
Scholar, Smuggler, prisoner, 
scribe to The Royal Theatre 
on October 8 at 7.45pm.

Boothroyd: I won’t resign 
and I’m here for long haul

Aidy Boothroyd insists he is no 
quitter and says he is the right 
man to manage Northampton 
Town. 

The Cobblers boss was an angry 
man after watching his side roll 
over 3-0 at Mansfield Town on 
Saturday which stretched their 
run without a win in League Two 
to six games. 

It was a day to forget all round, 
particularly for centre-half 
Mathias Doumbe, who suffered a 
nightmare on his Town debut. 

Doumbe was at fault for two of 
the home side’s goals, giving away 
the free-kick for Ben Hutchinson 
to open the scoring in the first 
half, before putting through his 
own net in bizarre circumstances 
after the break. 

In between those two goals, Sam 
Clucas also found the net for 
Mansfield. 

But, despite their bitter disap¬ 
pointment and coupled with 
Town’s record of one win and six 
defeats in their opening eight 
League Two games, Boothroyd 
says he is in it for the long haul. 

“I’m not one for resigning, giving 
up and all that nonsense, I’ve 
never done that and I never will,” 
he said. 

“The reason I’m in this job is that 
I’ve got a pretty good track record, 
not just here, but also elsewhere 
and I understand people ask ques¬ 
tions but, at the end of it, this club 
is in a far better place than it was 
when I arrived. 

“These are my players, I’ve cho¬ 
sen them, it’s my team, I’ve got 
backing from everybody within 
the club and I’m not shirking away 
from anything.

“We live in a society where we’re 
expecting quick fixes and the big¬ 
gest problem I’ve got is that I fixed 
it quick and now we’re going 
through a different phase, a dif¬ 
ferent period of our development. 

“And who else are you going to 
get, I am the one to put this right 
and I’ll take it on the chin when 
we don’t do well. 

“The players get all the plaudits 
and rightly so when it goes well 
and the manger is the one that 
doesn’t when it doesn’t go well 
and I totally accept that. 

“And that’s why we’ll start again

“I guess it was a punishment for 
all of us really,” said Boothroyd.

Carter: Video nasty could be turning point 


Northampton midfielder Darren 
Carter admits the Cobblers play¬ 
ers didn’t enjoy having to be in 
early on Sunday morning to 
relive their defeat at Mansfield - 
but says it could just be the turn¬ 
ing point in their season. 

Manager Aidy Boothroyd can¬ 
celled his players’ day off on 
Sunday and ordered them in at 
7am as a punishment following 
their latest defeat but Carter says 
it was beneficial to help address 
their difficult start to the season.

There’s no doubt that 2013 will 
rank as one of the greatest years in 
the history of Northamptonshire 
County Cricket Club. 

David Ripley’s men were promot¬ 
ed to Division One of the County 
Championship yesterday and as 
such have another success to cele¬ 
brate after the outstanding victory 
in the Friends Life t20 last month. 

The Steelbacks have been superb 
in both the shortest and longest 
formats of the game this summer 
and have taken their rightful place 
as the pride of the county. 

Yesterday’s celebration began 
when rivals Essex were bowled out 
by Hampshire for 207 - meaning 
they could not get the maximum 
batting points they needed to delay 
the Northants party 

It means that Northants will play 
top flight four day cricket for the 
first time since 2004 and represents 
a sensational turnaround from last 
season when the county finished 


second bottom of Division Two 
with just two wins to their name. 

“We’ve been ahead for most of the 
season, so it’s nice to go and finish 
the job off,” said head coach Ripley. 

“There has been a lot of hard work 
which has gone into this from eve¬ 
rybody - led by the players. 

“It’s an exciting time for the club, 
particularly with the crop of guys 
who have come through and know 
the club inside out. 

“Historically, this club hasn’t 
spent a time of time in the top divi¬ 
sion.” 

Northants are currently in action 
at Worcestershire but the result of 
that clash is now irrelevant as they 
have joined Division Two champi¬ 
ons Lancashire in promotion by 
sealing the runners-up berth. 

They missed the chance of earn¬ 
ing the bonus points they needed 
themselves when they were bowled 
out in their first innings for 202 on 
day two, a lead of 39 over their hosts 
at New Road. 

A total of 250 within 110 overs 
would have sealed the promotion 
regardless of what Essex managed, 
but in the end it didn’t matter.

It has been some week for Northamptonshire 
all-rounder David Willey. 

The 23-year-old has signed a new three-year 
contract at the County Ground while earlier 
this week, he was also named in England’s 
Performance Programme (EPP) squad for the 
tour to Australia this winter. 

He then set Northants on their way to secur¬ 
ing promotion to Division One of the LV= 
County Championship, by taking two wickets 
in three balls of the very first over of their 
match with Worcestershire at New Road. 

It’s just the latest chapter of a superb 2013 
season for the Northampton-born youngster 
with bat and ball and his recent heroics in the 
Friends Life t20 final helped the Steelbacks 
secure their first major silverware in 21 years. 

The left-arm seamer has taken 45 LV= County 
Championship wickets at an average of 25, 
nine wickets at 28.1 in the Yorkshire Bank 40 
and 21 wickets at an average of 13 - including 
4-9 in the final - in the club’s successful t20 
campaign. 

He has also impressed with bat in hand, scor¬ 
ing 198 runs at an average of 33 in the t20, 246 
runs - including a career-best 167 -in the 
Yorkshire Bank 40 and 308 runs at 25.7 in the 
County Championship. 

“I’m happy to have signed a new three-year 
contract with Northants,” said Willey. 

“The club have made huge improvements in 
the last 12 months and I hope these continue.

Chief executive David Smith added: “He has 
been instrumental in the improvement in our 
cricket this summer, including our first t20 tro¬ 
phy win in August. 

“David has progressed throughout the county 
age group and Academy squads and it’s very 
important that we retain our very best players 
at the cricket club.”
